Propo- 
nents of the recall forgot, in their 
enthusiasm, that it would be neces- 
sary for all signers to be re-register- 
ed before they could qualify upon 
the petition and an ample number 
signed before this legal phase of the 
situation was known. These peti- 
tions were recalled and destroyed 
and others placed in 
circulation 


which were signed by 300 registered 
voters and filed with the city clerk 
on Monday of this week. 


The law provides that the city 


clerk shall verify the petition with- 
in ten <lays and if there are founc] 
to be a sufficient number of legal 
names upon the same, it will be 
mandatory upon the board to cal 
an election not less than 30 or more 
than 60 days under ordinary circum 
stances. However, the law provides 
that if a general election is helt 
within 90 days, that the recall elee 
tion can be postponed to that da; 
and thus save the cost of a specia 
election.

Orange Belt Ice 
Company Builds 
New Storage Unit 


The -Grange Belt Ice company, 


owned by George Burall of Covina 
and Ed Rabb of Azusa, is construct- 
ing a storage room on the east side 
of the plant, with a capacity of 
1000 tons. 


This industry, situated in First 


street, between Italia and College 
was organized four years ago with 
one unit, capable of manufacturing 
fifteen tons of ice per day. It has 
been enlarged to a capacity of thir 
ty-five tons daily. 


The new storage room is tq be 


44 feet high, which, by the way, 
will be the tallest building in Co- 
vina. Its dimensions are 30 by 33 
feet. The exterior wall will be cov- 
ered with stucco, and the interior 
with three layers of sheeting and 
paper.. The non-conductor between 
the two walls, filling a space of 10 
inches, will be shavings and sawdust. 


Last season the company was ob- 


liged to buy ice to fill its orders, but 
with the equipment for storage dur- 
ing the cold season, this will be ob- 
viated. T. E. Foster is the builder.

Thte liv^that have 
been saved by the telephone cannot be computed. America 
has more telephones per capita, than any other nation in 
the world and is eorresponduingly rich by many millions. 


When the Eastman company began developing their 


business a photograph was a highly expensive luxury. 
Today Ave "kodak as we go" and 'bring the vacation trip 
or European tour back with us. The Eastmans have made 
millions but millions of family albums are vastly richer 
in tender memories. 


Public utilities, railroads, gas companies, electric 


lighting corporations and the like have made millions foi 
the investors and the management, but the public has also 
made its millions in improved living conditions, conven- 
iences and savings of time and money. 


The Great Northern railroad made James J. Hill a 


millionaire, but it also made every farmer along its right- 
of-way vastly richer because it put a market at his front 
door. His acres and his produce became many times more 
valuable because of that railroad.

Compulsory Voting 


*_„,. 


•Serious consideration may well he given to a ballot 


reform inaugurated in Australia through the passage of a 
law penalizing the non-voter. A fine is imposed under this 
statute upon those who fail to perform the most important 
peace-time duty of citizenship—that of voting. 
Surely a 


government which has the power to conscript every citizen 
in time of Avar, lias the right to penalize the citizen who 
fails to participate in elections which are the very basis of 
government by public opinion. 


At the last general election in the United States only 


half of those of voting age and possessing the qualifications 
of h'gal voters, went to the polls. It may be argued that 
government will be better oft' if those not sufficiently in- 
terested to exercise the franchise should stay at home. On 
the other hand it is true that those wlio have some selfish 
interest a1 stake, or who are moved by fanaticism of some 
soi-t._ more ;.>;<• iK-rally go to the polls'than those who ar« 
inspired by no such destructive motives. It was discover- 
ed ;it t h e first election held under the Australian law pen- 
alizing the nun-voter, that the conservative or constructive 
cause made far greater gains than the radical or destruc- 
tive cause. 


Ciood government is menaced not so much by the mis- 


takes of the wrong headed or destructive elements, as by 
the indifference of citizens who, right at heart, are not 
stirred to action by the agressive methods used in urging 
destructive and radical elements to the polls. It is always 
easier to stir up enthusiasm for a destructive than for' a 
constructive program. 


It is to !K> hoped that one or more of the states of the 


union Avill lead the way in legislation requiring voters, 
under penalty, to register and vote. The penalties thus 
assessed would pay the cost of elections. It would ensure 
the more representative character of election decisions. 
It would greatly lessen the cost to which political organi- 
zations are put in "getting out the vote"; voters would 
not have to be hauled to the polls. It would place a proper 
legal odium upon civic indifference. 


SALE OP SPLIT NAVELS 


PROHIBITED BY LAW

split beyond the tolerance of the law. 
When arraigned before Police Judge 
Richardson both 
parties pleaded 


guilty, were fined $50.00 and sen- 
tenced to fifty days in jail.

fine and sentence were suspended. 


Under the provisions of the Cali- 


fornia fruit and vegetable standard- 
ization act the sale of oranges for 
other than by-product purposes is 
illegal if the contents of any pack- 
age contains over five per cent by 
count of any one serious defect or a 
total of all defects of over ten per 
cent. Oranges which are split to an 
extent which provides a ready en- 
trance for decay or fungus, are con- 
sidered seriously defective. If the 
split does not penetrate to the edi- 
ble portion of the fruit and is of a 
dry white appearance the orange is 
not considered seriously defective. 


MISLABELLING WALNUTS 


PROVES VERY COSTLY 


Filling a second hand sack with 


walnuts without first removing a 
label on the sack stating that the 
walnuts were packed by the Cal- 
ifornia Walnut Growers' Association 
proved an expensive matter for a 
wholesale walnut 
dealer recently. 


The sack of walnuts was found ex- 
posed for sale at a roadside fruit 
stand in the neighborhood of El 
Monte by Inspector F. M. Kramer of 
the Los Angeles County Horticul- 
tural's 'commissioner's office. 
Mr. 


Kramer's suspicions as to the origin 
of the nuts was aroused when he 
found same to be of a very inferior 
quality. The stand owner was able 
to name the individual from whom 
he had purchased the nuts. 
This 


party in turn furnished a bill of 
sale which identified the original 
packer. The dealer was arrested and 
fined $50 and fifty days in jail. The 
jail sentence was suspended.
